Tho cxproBbioQH ot ihu principal Kow 
York papora on tbo purcliUBO of tho 
KuBtiian poHbOHnionB, bxpluio ibo ob- 
ject hold iu view by tho Uuitocl 
StutcH Gov-flrnmont in acquiring 
thorn. Thul objocb waa no- 
thing moro ncr Iohs thun to bom in 
and onolono tbo Britisii Putjsofisions od 
the Puoifio, and roudcr tlioin of littio 
or no importanoe to Gxoat Brilaiu, and 
insaro thoir easy oonquoab in 
case of war between the two nations. 
The Neyr York M&rald boldlj says 
that barring tho fiab-oil and furs" 
the new posBeasions are utterly worth- 
leaa irom a material point of view, 
bat that " puliiically considered" tbo 
country ia worth all that was paid for 
it, aa involving a bint " from the 
Czar to Franco and England that 
tboy have uo businoHS on this oonti» 
neut." Tlio Huiijo paper adds that 
" Seward has always bud a weakness ' 
lor tbo Annexation ot Canada." 
Those of our readers who perused 
tbo brilliant speoclies delivered by 
that ooiinont Htalesinan in I8GO, wiien 
" stumping" llio Jsorlh iu lavor ol 
Mr. Lincoln, who was then ;i candi- 
date for tbo rresidoney, will call to 
mind the ompliaeis with which he do- 
olarod that the inevitable late cf iho 
•whole i^orlh American (Jonliiiont was 
to bo uhsorbed by the Un L <\ 
States. This is Iho " Monroe Dac- 
trino," of which we bear so much 
during every Presidential ean-i 
vass^ and in wbioh Mr. Seward is a 
firm believer. In fact, tho idoa 
tho Herald playfully torms Mr. Se« 
vjr^yd's" weaknesB,'' has formed tho 
biilwark of his atrongth in the politU 
cat battles of bygone days. Tho New 
York jTimes seizes upon tho ocoaeion 
ol. tho purohaao to indito a panegyric 
on Mr. Seward's oonsttmmato State- 
craft, and predicla that many now liv- 
ing will see the day wbon the Paoifio 
coast will bo as iliickly Kludded with 
ports and ciliis as llio Atlantic is 
now J and concludes that i,bo Jiussian 
purchase is a '• means to lUo end" ol 
Beitling tho Paciiic Coast and hasten- 
ing tbo abeorpiion ol Vancouver Is- 
land and Bniihh Columbia by the 
Great Kcpublic. Tlie JS'ow York 
Tribune alone treats the purchase with 
dislavor, and denrunces tho Kchorno 
as a BtupendouH lolly. Eut the Tri- 
bune is too radical in its politics to 
look with stttislaclion upon the adop- 
tion of any scherao likely to redound 
to tho popularity ot the Adiniiiislra'« 
lion. It bates Johnson and Reward 
with an' intensity amounting almost 
to iaDatioiam, and is ao blinded by 
prejudice that it cannot or v\ill not 
see that by tbia accession the United 
States control tho Paoifio Coast for 
tbirty-five degrees ot latitude, while 
Great . Britain is limited to five des 
grees. It goes ao far as to denounce 
the' Monroe Doctrine aa a humbug, 
and tbo believers in it as " a mob with 
whom argument baa no weight." 
Tho denunciations of tho Tribune, 
however, bad but little inlluenco with 
tbo iSonalors, all but ten of whom 
voted lor the ratification of the Treaty ; 
and tbo assertion (i(;iegraphed tbo 
other day) ot an Amciicun politician 
to tbo ell'eci that the liussian country 
Was ollered to President Polk, in 
1844, lor nothing and retusod, is en- 
titled to no weight ut the prosoni day, 
for it must Lo remenihured that the 
American staioBinon ol thul day, when 
flottling tbo boundary line with Great 
Britain, described Vancouver i-danil, 
and whav, is now known as IJ.itish 
Columbia, as tbo " derelict of nations." 
It is not a matter of aurpriso, tbere- 
forOi for us to boar that tho aamo 
Adminiatration declined to accept tho 
Bussian territory as a gift. Here, in 
Yancouver Island, within a tow de- 
grees of tbo recently acquired tract, 
-we are in a poaition to state that it is 
a), valuable acqaisition, and that iiH 
ooaaion to tbo United States is likely 
to inflict a aerious blow to Briiinh in-, 
torosts in tho Pacific, if it does not 
oxorcifo an unfavorable indiieneo upon 
tbo whole of BriliHli ^orlli Ameriea. 
Tbo purehuuo is ii-gurded bore as tbo 
maslerslroko of Mr Kiuvuni. By it 
the United HtaleH virtually socuros 
control of the couHt, wrusin from our 
grasp Ihii yiikii iiado, wiiich wus us- 
Burning vast proixx tions, opens a new 
field lor Aiiieric.ui oiUerprihO and 
capital, compels three hundred miles 
of B iti^h territory lying behind tbo 
tbirtyrmile strip lo jiay fributo to a 
foreign power before the inbabilantH 
can enjoy oommuuicutiou with tlio 
ooaat, and places tbo wbolo of Hor 
Majesty's pPBSoasious on tbo Paoifio in 
tbo position of a piooo of moat between 
two slicos ot broad, whore they may 
bo devoured at a singlo bito. Tho 
moral ofi'oot of this purohaao bus been 
to dissipato tho roso-colorod pictures 
wo had painted of the future of Bi'ilish 
inatituiiuns on tbo Pacific, and to in- 
^j|oreaao popular disooutoat with a 



Qovernmonb that baa contribntod 
so little to support and cnooarago this 
young Colony, It is eaid that the 
Britiab Government ,wa6i>'quito '^pba-* 
grinod to find Ibattbe firBt offer of the 
territory bad not been made to it." 
The bitter oxperionoe w« have bad of 
the- low estimato that tBogland 
plucoB npoD her posseBBioQB in, the 
PaclfiO; leads us to tba beliof that 
oven bad the first offer boon made to 
our Government it would have boon 
regarded as a " smart trick" on the 
purt of the Kussian Government to 
got rid of an exhausted fur territory, 
and respectfully doclinod. Bad or- 
dinury precaution boon taken, or suQi- 
cioot interoBt manifested in tho wel- 
fare of this Colony by our Govern- 
ment, tho wbolo of tbo magnificent 
territory to tbo liortb of us would 
to-day bo under tbo British fiag ; 
but tbo imbecility, ignorance or 
neglect of British statcsmun has 
allowed a glorious opportunity to 
pasa unimproved, and tlio colony of 
British Columbia, closely hemmed in 
by her colossal neighbor, bus searcoly 
room left in which to draw a long 
breath. Tho anxiety of tbo United 
States to extend its territory on the 
Paoifio may attract the attention ol 
our Government to tho necessity of 
extending us a helping hand ; but tho 
prestige of BritiEsb inatitations on this 
side of the continent has received a 
Bovore blow from the offoota of which 
tboy may not recover, except under 
most favorable oiroumatancos, for 
many years.

This calamity inakea tho third of Ibe kind 
that has occurred in this city within a year 
])ast, the Academy of Music liuviug been 
destroyed by tiro un tho 22nd ol May, IBIiS, 
und tlie >iew Bowery Theatre on tho I8lh ol 
December lollowing. Tho Winter Garden 
occupied the site of Tripler Hall, an edilfcc 
which. In its day, boasted of Ibe largest con- 
cert room in tho country. It was in Ibis 
house lhat that the famoos musical inoQDtQ« 
bankJiilien, made bia tir't " exorucinting" 
bow to the Airierican public. And it was 
hero, loo, that the incoiiiparablo Jenny Lind 
first trilled her e.\tiuieito notes in the ears of 
tier enraptuiei; audiences. 'I'riplor Hall had 
boen in cxistenco but two or three years when 
it wi B deMroyed by fire, its silo roinainiug 
unimproved lor some time in consequence o( 
ttio pecuniary embarraHsmants of its proprie- 
tor, Mr Tripler. Anottier hall devoted to 
similar purposes was at length erected on 
tho spot, but it met with but indifferent suc- 
cess, und soon fell into tho hands of Laura 
Keene, who remodelled it, christened it with 
the flashy name of "Varieties," and began a 
series of theatrical performanoeB within its 
walls. Laura's fate was wtiut her Ireinds 
had predicted for her — pecuniary tailure.

Mr Booth 
Imd neorly completed the Ibird series of his 
eminently successful Sbakesperian revivals 
ai llie 'Viiiler Garden, niid wag to tiavo 
pisyecl in Uniiuo and .liilielal the iiiiiluioe 
on .'•'alurday. fiiulus was played nn Friday 
evening, am) it is surmised tliat tho tiro inuy 
havo been oecas.-^ioned by a sjiaik which had 
been left among tho sceiier) after tho lepre- 
sentation of tho destrnoiion of lloiiiu Wtitn 
tbe alarm was first given, inanai'pr Htuail 
was in Ins dressiim room, cit (li!<(ibtllc. Hast- 
ily slilipnig on ail uveiC'iat over bis niglil 
^llM■t, lie i nnlieil out and looking over the 
balusters discovered the cause ol the alarm, 
lie then sprang lor llie slalrs, down whicli 
he made his way with great difliculty 
Ihrousb tbe blinding smoke, atid finally 
reached the sireet in safety, tlioiigh nearly 
sulloeatcd.
